Mr. Webster on Peaee, 

The speech of Mr. Webster in’ Faneuil 
Hall Boston, is familiar to all readers of politi- 
cal papers. With its bearings ou party poli- 
tics, ] have no concern; but Lhave been so 
much pleased with its incidental disclosures 
or admissions on the subject of peace, that 
| cannot refrain from laying it under some 
contributions to this cause. 

Past Dancers or War.—lIt was ex- 

tremely difficult to convince many good 
;men, that there was any real danger of a 
war between us and England. The very 
idea seemed to them so foolish and suicidal, 
that they could not entertain it for a mo- 
ment, and hence shrunk from all effort to 
prevent a calamity which they regarded as 
morally impossible. But let us hear Mr. 
Webster: ‘Although the whole of the dan- 
ger was not developed, yet [ saw that, when 
jthe state of affairs between England and 
America became known, an outbreak was 
sure to be at hand.’”’ He then mentions one 
of the occasions which seriously threatened 
such an outbreak, and states at some leagth 
the grounds of his own apprehensions. 

This incredulity of even good men re- 
specting the need of effort, is a very serious 

obstacle to almost every reform. They sel- 
dem rouse themselves until the evil has be- 
come inevitable and well nigh remediless. 
Wait till men thes skeptical demand efforts 
for peace; and you might almost as well 
withstand a hurricane as roll back the gulf 
stream of war-passions that would be found 
sweeping through the land. On their prin- 
iciple, we should make no efforts in temper- 
ance until we see men actually reeling in- 
to the gutter.

Clerical Flattery, 

Messrs. Bprrons,—In olden time it was 
not customary to eulogize our great men 
and our eloquent men, until after they had 
retired froin the stage of life. But, now-a- 
| days, posthumous praise is something too 
jstale and flat. Men must have their plau- 
jdits and commendations long before they 
|have finished their course, and gained the 
goal of victory. So it is, we have the bi- 
ographies and eulogies of our living states- 
imen and orators teeming from the press, 
heaping upon thew subjects the most ful- 
some flattery, and extolling them to the 
heavens as heroes aud demigods. Were this 
evil practice confined to the w orld, I should 
not deem it worthy a remark in your col- 
umns, but it may be observed also in the 
church. More particularly of late have I 
been struck with the unusual strain of pane- 
vyric and encomium, with which some wri- 
ters belabor the talents and eloquence of 
several of our clergy. ‘One of the ablest 
divines in the church ;’’—*the most elo- 
; quent preacher in the West ;’—destined to 
[be the ablest and most eloquent orator of 
our age aud country,” —* the enrapturing 
strains of his cloquence,’—* the sweet mu- 
sic of his voice,’—*‘the brilliaat jewels 
jthat dropped from his lips,” &c. &c., are 
jexpressions not unfrequeatly found in our 
| religious periodicals when speaking of some 
living preachers. {It was with no envious 
spirit, or with any desire to pluck from the 
brow ofour brethren any of the laurels their 
jtalents and eloquence may have justly earn- 
ed, that I object to such eulogies. ‘The 
men, thus lauded and eulogized, would, I 
am sure, be the very last to wish such things 
said of themselves. With true greatness 
and excelleucy of character, there is ever 
associated deep humility; and the man of 
an humble spirit must instantly recoil from 
such panegyric strains. The practice of 
thus “speaking well’ of the brethren, I 
|eannot but regard as wrong and of injurious 
jtendency for many reasons. It is wrong in 
{the first pla@e, from the counténance and 
jencouragement it gives to the many dispos- 
fed to draw invidious comparisons between 
| those who are the ambassadors of the same 
| Lord and Master, and who if faithful ex 
| pounders of his Gospel, should be received 
by all with equal favor. It is wrong too,

But to others they may 
prove ashame. Though myself not much 
in danger of suffering trom such eulogies, I 
}yet know what kind of feeling a little com- 
'mendation sometimes produces. Much 
jtruth is there in what a certain preacher is 
| reported to have said, when after service he 
|was complimented by an old lady of the 
| congregation, on the excellency of his ser- 
jmon. ‘* Madam,” said he, “ Satan told 
jme the same before I left the pulpit.” If 
jeminent and excellent preachers are to be 
|set forth as examples to others, let them be

No doubt the 
Baptist: believes, that the baptism of immer- 
sion is more in conformity to the example of 
Christ and his aposties, than that which is 
used by the other churches. Some think he 
ascribes to italsoa more sure and beneficial 
effect; and doubtless, he feels a certain satis- 
faction in imitating the Saviour with aecura- 
cy in the very great initiating act of church 
membership. But can any candid adversary 
ever presume, fora moment, to say that he 
pronounces a sentence of condemnation on 
other churel members. 

If instead of such gratuitous assumptions in 
respect to the sentiments of the Baptists, we 
would judge them by the rule, “Show me 
thy faith by thy works,” how different would 
be our judgment! And are then the 
practical results of the principles of the Bap- 
tists. Bunyan, author of the Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress,a genuine Christian allegory, a work 
read, admired and used for religious instruc- 
tion and edification, during more than two 
hundred years, by the pious of every Christian 
name, wasa Baptist. Tloward was a Baptist, 
and he devoted an active life to the service of 
the most degraded and neglected of his 
fellow creatures, and never inquired wheth- 
er they had been immersed or sprinkled—the 
latter, however, was the case with most of 
them. Milton was undoubtedly, an enlighten- 
ed Christian; and it is known that he fre- 
quented Baptist worship every Sabbath. 

But some will say very well, the Baptists of 
former times were not so bad; and even ifthe 
modern Baptists would only keep 600 miles 
fromthe Danish frontiers we should have no 
objection to them. Let us then, cast a glance 
on these Baptists of our own times, on the Dan- 
ish, Hamburgh, American, and English Bap- 
tists.

Bart it sometimes happens in the education 
of children, that the elild comes to entertain 
different religious sentiments from the parent. 
The parent conscientiously requires the child 
to do, or to abstain from doing, and the child's 
conscience furbids it to obey. Now, inas- 
much as both parties, in the absence of evi- 
dence to the contrary, are to be supposed 
equally conscientious, Uae question cannot be 
decided upon this ground, Tt must, therefore, 
be decided by the general principle above 
stated, and as the parent is older and wiser, 
the law would confer the authority upon him, 
and give him reasonable means of enforcing 
obedience. In this case, since the law at the 
period of the ehild’s majority relinquished its 
power, it acts merely to postpone an action, 
whieh ina few years at most may be done 
without offence. 

While, however, 1 suppose this to bertife 
legal right of the parent, I by no means w ould 
assert that it is always wise or just to enforce 
it, When a ebild has arrived at such maturity 
that it is able to judge of its duty by reading 
the Scriptures for itself, and has’ thus formed 
its opinion on questions of religious duty, it is 
very difficult to decide in how far the parent 
is morally bound to interfere, provided it be a 
bona fide case of religious belief. He should 
doubtless advise, and teach, and persuade. He 
may use his authority to oblige his child to 
reflect maturely on the subject, and decide 
without the interference of interested persons, 
But having done this, Ethink that he should 
allow the child to obey the honest dictates of 
its own conscience, | 

But suppose the parent were disposed to 
press the subject farther and command a 
child to do what it could not, without as it is 
believad, disobeying God, or the country.— 
What in such a case is the child todo? * his | 
isa most trying ease, and would be decided | 
by a variety of circumstances. The parent} 
has the legal right to control the child ; but if 
the child, from an honest sense of duty, dis- 
obeys and meekly suffers the consequences, I 
do not know that we could blame tt. 

But another questicn arises. How far does 
the law undertake to protect the parent in the 
exercise of his authority? It certainly gives 
him the right to teach his chil! at home, to 
direct the reading which it shall pursue, and 
the person who shall visit it, No one has a 
right to interfere with these parental privi-
